ery and rifle fire. Hurd local fighting 
occurred at the place known as Cam- 
eron House, where the Germans yes- 
terday forced the British back slightly, 
but, with the exception of two small 
posts lost in this area, the British line 
was intact this morning.

The Trustees of Columbia Univer- 
sity, concurring with the university 
Faculties, have done their duty to the 
university and its good fame by expel- 
ling two members of the Faculty’ who 
have fomented disloyalty. To one of 
these extruded persons long tolerance 
has been shown. There is a curious 
class of professors that covers itself 
with the threadbare cloak of “ aca 
demic freedom,” and thereby seeks 
protection for public utterances whose 
cumulative effect’ is injurious to the 
reputation of the college Almost 
every considerable institution of learn- 
ing has in its Faculty men who have a 
gift, often, it would seem, a “Malicious 
pleasure in using it, of mischievous, 

unreasonable, and dangerous speech, 

a specious radicalism that tends 
mislead the young. They practice in- 
subordination. They glory in sensa- 
tion Their folly rejoices: the disbe- 


dens or disgusts the graduates and 
friends of their college, creates a little 
group of sympathizers among the un- 
dergraduates, light-hearted resisters of 
authority, easily attracted, in the 
generosity of youth, to unsound, peril- 
ous theories, finding unpopularity a 
merit. 

The esprit de corps of the Faculty, 
sometimes the personal qualities ‘of 
the errant professor, plead in his 
favor. The Trustees are afraid of the 
howls of violated “ academic freedom.” 
It is hard work to get rid of a profes- 
sor. What a rage there was when the 
University of Pennsylvania dropped an 
instructor of this type a year or two 
ago! Its judgment has been sig- 
nally vindicated since. The unruly 
instructor has turned up this year as 
a pacifist and seditionary. 

The largest tolerance of professorial 
opinion must stop at professorial 
opinion that opposes and seeks to un- 
dermine the primary obligations of the 
citizen, the security, the existence of 
the nation. The fantasies of “ aca- 
demic freedom may protect an ag- 
nostic professor in a theological semi- 
nary. They cannot protect a profes- 
sor who counsels resistance to the 


laws and speaks, writes, disseminates | 


treason. That a teacher of youth 
should teach sedition and treason, that 
he should infect, or seek to infect, 
youthful minds with ideas fatal to 
their duty to the country, is intoler- 
able. The elder of the two expelled 
professors has a son, formerly a Co- 
lumbia student, who has lost his citi- 
zenship for acting on his father’s 
teachings. That mournful illustration 
of the effects of treasonable teaching 

A professor who uses the letterhead 
of the university to urge members of 
Congress to “support a measure 
“ against sending conscripts to Europe 
“against their will” has ended his 
“ academic usefulness,” as the Colum- 
bia authorities say. He had warnings 
repeated, the final warning in Presi- 
dent BUTLER’s Commencement Day 
speech last June, that Columbia would 
keep no place on its Faculties or 
among its students for opposers or 
counselors of opposition to the laws, 
traitors or emitters of treason. “ Aca- 
demic freedom is a pitiful thing by 
the side of the freedom of the United 
States, of democracy. This professor 
was ripe for dismissal long ago. His 
dismissal was proposed last Spring. 
He has been treated with singular pa- 
tience. 

The evicted assistant pratt in 
spite of ample warning, has been ac- 
tive in anti-patriotic organizations 
such as the People’s Council. An as- 
sistant professor of Columbia, roam-

JAPAN'S POLICY IN CHINA. 

Viscount Isnu's frank and candid 

statement of Japan’s attitude toward 
China should remove from American 
minds any anxiety which misunder- 
standing or misrepresentation may 
have caused. With equal frankness 
it may be said that we in this country 
‘have not always understood Japan’s 
purposes in respect to China, and we 
were particularly in the dark at the 
time certain specific demands were 
made upon China some two years 
ago. Our distinguished Japanese vis- 
itor not only illuminates the subject 
by his statement of Japan's purposes, 
but the assurances he gives are in 
their very nature calculated to allay 
any uneasiness that may have existed. 

In explaining that the policy and 

principle of Japan in her relations 
with China as voluntarily outlined 
and pledged by him are not a Mon- 
roe Doctrine, that the term Monroe 
Doctrine is inapplicable since it is in- 
accurate, Viscount IsHme indicates 
points of difference which certainly 
do not impair the value of the Japa- 
nese commitment in regard to China. 
In his remarks on Monday evening 
the special Ambassador said: 

There is this fundamental difference 
between the Monroe Doctrine of 
the United States as to Central and 
South America and the enunciation of 
Japan's attitude toward China: In 
the first there is on the part of the 
United States no engagement or 
promise, while in the other Japan vol- 
untärily announces that Japan will 
herself engage not to violate the po- 
litical or territorial integrity of her 
neighbor, and to observe the principle 
of the open door and equal opportuni- 
ty, asking at the same time other 
netions t respect these principles. 
Let us say at the outset that in

It. is true, as Viscount Iaun re- 
marks, that in the Monroe Doctrine 
as originally proclaimed there is no 
express engagement or promise not to 
molest our neighbors, but that en- 
gagement is implied in the circum- 
siances which led to the declaration 
of President Monrog, and it inheres 
in the very spirit of the Doctrine it- 
self, insomuch that any breach of 
it would be an inexcusable fault, for 
which we may be sure we should 
‘promptly be called to account. There- 
fore, when Viscount IsHm declares 
that the absence of the express pledge 
from the Monroe Doctrine is a “ fun- 
damental difference between that 
Doctrine and the declared policy of 
Japan toward China, he enhances, it 
may be unconsciously, the binding 
force of her engagement to seek no 
territorial advantage over her neigh- 
bor. Our engagement not to molest 
our sister _republics in this hemi- 
sphere was sufficiently clear and in- 
violable, even if not expressly given. 
in comparison, Japan’s commit- 
ment gains greater force through ex- 
pression, it must be very strong in- 
deed. At least it is gratifying to us 
that. it has been given in this clear 
manner, and there is further cause for 
satisfaction in the feeling that Vis- 
count IsHm’s words have removed, we 
hope permanently, all chance that dif- 
ferences might arise between the 
United States and Japan out of the 
development of her polity toward

A LINCOLN FOR LONDON. 

OLIVER CROMWELL has been variously 
portrayed in English picture and story, 
as bigoted and vengeful and treacher- 
ous and cruel, as forhidding of aspect. 
But, when the time came to set up in 
front of St. Stephen's: a statue of 
CROMWELL, the patriot, the uverator 
of English thought, was depicted by 
an enlightened sculptor in his true 
historical aspect. The “Cromwell at 
the. Parliament Buildings: is the true 
Cromwell of. clarified history. “The 
Beaconsfield, near by, depicts the 
great political leadet. the powerful 
upbuilder of a great Empire, not the 
egotistical and attitudinzing Diazy 7 
some of his contemporaries liked to 
caricature. The Lincoln: which should 
stand in proximity to these impérish- 
able effigies of famous Englishmen 


depict the ideal of thé Emancipator, 
the heroic, self-sacrificing American 
leader who bore so bravely the great 
burden of his nation’s troubles. 

The humble origin ot the man, “the 
uncotthness his enemies found’ m his 
personality, need not be suggested in 
a statue intended to personity. for all 
time the triumph of the démocratic 
principle. Mr. GrorGE GREY BARNARD 
has been at pains to denote the un- 
gainliness of his Lincoln, to present 
him in an ugly pose, to exaggerate, 
probably for some comprehensible ar- 
tistic effect, certain physical defects. 
‘This is, therefore, not an appropriate 
statue of President LINncoLN to put in 
that place to represent to generations 
to come of Englishmen the true spirit 
of America. We have a few public 
statues of LINCOLN much better suited 
to the purpose. . 

As a matter of fact, LINCOLN was a 
man of splendid stature. He faced his 
troubles erect, not bowed with his 


an attitude of humility and despair. 
Mr. BaRNARD has evolved a Lincoln 
which just suits the fancy of Mr. 
BARNARD and his friends. We should 
not care to deprive them of the 
aesthetic enjoyment they derive from 
contemplation of it. But let us set up 
in London a statue of Lix cold which 
faithfully represents the great public 
and historic side of the author of the 
Gettysburg address and the second in- 
augural speech, the powerful, un- 
shrinking, heroic, “and triumphant: 
LINCOLN.

That means, in a State 
as large and populous as this one, the 
wearing out of no Inconsiderable amount 
of leather every year, and sympathetic 
economists will shed bitter tears over 
the waste. : 

On the other hand, there is consolation 
in the thought that the longer the walk 
the greater the thirst and the greater 
the satisfaction in the assuaging thereof.

DENIAL: BY ROOSEVELT: 


Never Advocated German State 12 
South Brazil, He Says. . 


AMSTERDAM, Oct. 2.—In connection 
‘with Theodore Roosevelt’s recent speech 
at a luncheon in Chicago, in which he 
related for the first time the detalls of 
secret conferences in 1902 between him- 
self and the German Ambassador in 
connection with Germany’s proposed oc- 
cupation of Venezuela, the Frankfurter 
| Zeitung publishes what it asserts is the 
German Foreign Office record of a con- 


versation on the South American situa- 
tion on Feb. 18, 1908, between President 
Roosevelt and the late Baron Speck von 
Sternburg, the German Ambassador. 

In this conversation President Roose- 
velt is quoted as having said that he 
thought the best guarantee ‘for the 
amelioration of South American condi- 
tions would be the establishment of a 
German State in South Brazil. 


Colonel Roosevelt at Oyster Bay last 
night, when asked about the assertions 
of ‘the Frankfurter Zeitung, said: 

There is not the least truth in that 
statement.“ 

In his luncheon speech at Chicago the 
Colonel said that in 1902, when Ger- 
many 7 a “ temporary ” occupa- 
tion of Venezuela, he sent for the Ger- 
man Ambassador and told him that 
this Venezuela business has been go- 
ing on long enough, and I cannot afford 
to let it get to a point where it will 
cause trouble for this country.“ He 
asked the Ambassador what Germany 
meant by temporary possession, and on 
the Ambassador replying that he did 
not feel at liberty to discuss such an 
important question, he delivered the fol- 
lowing ultimatum: ‘* Tell your Govern- 
ment that in ten days it must arbitrate 
Bi matter or I will send Dewey down 

ere.’ 

The German Ambassador, according 
to Colonel Roosevelt, said he could not 
send such a message, saying he did not 
think the President knew what it would 
mean. President Roosevelt replied that 
if it meant war, Germany had chosen 
the one spot where she could not fight 
the United States. The President then 
ordered Admiral Dewey to be ready to 
sail on an hour’s notice. 

The Ambassador again visited Presi- 
dent Roosevelt a week later, and said he 
had not dared send the message, and 
the President told him that he had or- 
dered Dewey to sail within forty-eight 
hours. The Ambassador said this would 
be an awful thing for the United States.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Liberty Loan 
financing was marked today by the over- 
subscription of the largest issue of short- 
time Treasury certificates of indebted- 
ness yet put out by the Government, 
$400,000,000.
